FLY-TIPPERS have been branded ‘idiots’ and ‘scumbags’ af¬ 
ter Dudley Council revealed it had spent more than £10,000 
cleaning its four worst-hit streets in just 12 months. 

The authority spent £10,631 cleaning up the four roads last year - 
and received 820 complaints about fly-tipping throughout the whole of 
the borough - 92 more than three years previously 
Cradley and Wollescote councillor Richard Body, who represents one of the

£5m project 
to improve 
rail services 

A £5 million project to improve train 
services between Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham has been completed.

Kingswinford North and Wall Heath 
Councillor Dave Tyler said: “There 
has been a problem for a number of 
years at Oak Lane. The council has 
put a lot of measures in place to stop 
fly-tipping. 

“We have been very successful but 
the problem is we need to catch people 
who are dumping the waste. We ob¬ 
viously can’t put officers down there 
all the time, although we have used 
CCTV in the past - which has been 
successful. 

“We need public support as well.” 

Councillor Mohammed Hanif, for 
Lye and Stourbridge North, said: “I’m 
disgusted and disappointed with the 
amount of fly-tipping taking place.” 


Name change plan for Hippodrome 



Campaigners are encouraging the whole Black Country to get behind The Hippodrome, in Castle Hill, Dudley 


CAMPAIGNERS are encouraging the 
whole of the Black Country to get be¬ 
hind the fight to save Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome - with plans to potentially re¬ 
name the venue. 

They have tabled plans to called the 
historic theatre The Black Country 
Hippodrome should they succeed in 
securing its future. 

Plans have yet to be finalised but 
campaigners want people to see the 
Castle Hill landmark as a Black Coun¬ 
try attraction. Further talks have 
been held between the campaigners 


and Dudley Council. The Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome had worked with 
a new group which had come forward 
featuring industry experts. 

A business plan submitted at the end 
of last year was deemed ‘extremely un¬ 
realistic’ according to independent as¬ 
sessors. Revised plans were submitted 
in February in a bid to address some of 
the concerns raised. 

The name change is among the ideas 
to bolster its bid across the wider Black 
Country. Friends group chairman Gor¬ 
don Downing said the venue would be 


known as Dudley Hippodrome initially 
but this could change to help bring in 
revenue. 

“The name Black Country Hippo¬ 
drome was put forward to get it more 
well-known in a wider area,” he said. 
“We had further talks with the council 
and assessor. We are looking at things 
we can do differently.” 

Campaigner Dave Mundon, who 
worked with the group on the idea, 
said: “My personal view is it would 
help put the Black Country on the 
market more.” 


School could 
make way 
for housing 

AN historic former school and council 
building could be demolished to make 
way for homes - to the anger of herit¬ 
age groups desperate to save it. 

If plans are passed, the Claughton 
Centre in Dudley, formerly the Sir 
Gilbert Claughton School, will be flat¬ 
tened and the land made available for 
a housing development. 

The school closed in 1990 and was 
taken over by Dudley Council which 
renamed it the Claughton Centre and 
used it as offices. 

Developers see the site, in Blower’s 
Green Road, as an opportunity to get 
rid of disused buildings in favour of 
homes, but both Save Britain’s Her¬ 
itage and The Victorian Society have 
objected. 

Around 56 homes would be built on 
the site, which falls within a regenera¬ 
tion corridor where council bosses are 
keen to see disused employment sites 
redeveloped for housing. 

An outline application has been 
recommended for approval by Dudley 
Council officers with councillors ex¬ 
pected to make a decision this week. 

But the groups remain hopeful the 
building can be saved. In its letter of 
objection, Save Britain’s Heritage said 
it was an attractive building worthy of 
retention and use. 

The Victorian Society said it 
‘strongly objected’ to its demolition 
and to the application as presented. 

Attractions link up 
for St George's Day 

DUDLEY Castle is joining forces 
with the borough council to host St 
George’s Day celebrations for the first 
time. 

Dudley Council and Dudley Zoologi¬ 
cal Gardens will combine to mark the 
patron saint’s day on April 23. This is 
the first year the event will be held in 
partnership with the town’s famous 
landmark. 

The event will kick off at 3pm in the 
11th century castle’s courtyard.

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No monkeying around 
as Jodie spreads word 
over plight of primates 


A ZOO keeper who has spent her 
life learning about primates is 
flying out to Indonesia to help a 
critically endangered species of 
monkey. 

Jodie Dryden, Dudley Zoo’s sen¬ 
ior keeper of primates, will spend 
three weeks in Sulawesi to help 
educate locals about the plight of 
the crested black macaques. 

The 25-year-old helped design 
the attraction’s newly-opened ma¬ 
caque enclosure. 

She is being funded by the zoo 
and will meet up with members of 
the Selamatkan Yaki group, which 
translates to ‘save the Sulawesi 
crested black macaque’, on April 
11. “The species is critically en¬ 


dangered and their numbers have 
dropped by about 90 per cent in 
just 30 years,” said Jodie. 

“That’s because their habitat is 
destroyed, they are being hunted 
for bush meat and sold in the pet 
trade. 

“We need to educate the locals, 
which can take time and we don’t 
want to just preach to them or tell 
them what they can and cannot do. 

“I’ll be giving talks and pres¬ 
entations to the locals in Indone¬ 
sia to try and persuade them not to 
hunt the monkeys for bush meat,” 
she said. 

“It’s important they see how ac¬ 
tively involved we are in trying to 
save them.”

Dave makes 
the cut as 
principal 
film censor 

HE grew up in Dudley and has fond memo¬ 
ries of watching Chitty Chitty Bang Bang as 
a youngster at the town’s Odeon Cinema. 

Now David Austin, brother of Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin, watches films for a living in his role as 
Britain’s chief censor. 

Earlier this month the 52-year-old took up his post as 
the new director of the British Board of Film Classifica¬ 
tion (BBFC). He makes the 
final decision on the rating 
for every film released in 
the UK, and when you go 
to the cinema it is his signa¬ 
ture you will see on screen 
shortly before the start of 
the movie. 

His day-to-day work in¬ 
volves scrutinising every 
type of film, from rom-coms 
to horror flicks, from thrill¬ 
ers to pornography. He is 
charged with running the 
rule over some of the most 
gruesome and bloody vio¬ 
lence recorded but Mr Aus¬ 
tin says the sights he sees 
now are tame in comparison 
to what he witnessed in his 
previous job. 

War 

He spent 16 years work¬ 
ing in the Foreign Office’s 
Diplomatic Service, with 
one of his tasks being to 
help end war in the former 
Yugoslavia. That role - for 
which he received an OBE 
in 1999 - involved sitting 
at the table with Serbian 
leader Slobodan Milosevic 
in an attempt to negotiate 
peace. Milosevic was later 
charged with genocide. 

“I got shot at,” he says, 
rather matter-of-factly. 

“The final straw came in 
1998 when I was away in 
Kosovo for a month. My 
daughter asked my wife 
if I had died. That’s when 
I knew it was time for a 
change.” 

Mr Austin joined the 
BBFC in 2003, initially as 
an examiner. “It was a lot 
safer, although there are 
similarities with my dip¬ 
lomatic work,” he said. “I 
was still analysing and mak¬ 
ing recommendations.” In

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Business aiming for 
the sky with airships 



The Lockheed Martin hybrid airship, one of two companies in talks with Straighline Aviation 


A BUSINESS based at an air¬ 
field near Dudley aims to be¬ 
come the first in the world to 
operate a new generation of 
airships. 

In two years’ time Straightline Avi¬ 
ation says it will have a fleet of four 
to six hybrid airships flying passengers 
and freight in normally inaccessible 
areas of Africa, Canada and China. 

But not over the Black Country or 
Staffordshire, although the offices at 
Wolverhampton Business Airport, at 
Bobbington, will remain the compa¬ 
ny’s home as it grows. 

Company bosses Mike Kendrick 


and Mark Dorey formerly ran Rich¬ 
ard Branson’s Virgin airship and hot 
air balloons business, while Mr Ken¬ 
drick has become better known for his 
Mineseeker Foundation, which works 
to find and remove mines in Africa. 

Helium 

The pair are in advanced talks with 
the two companies currently develop¬ 
ing the new airships, Hybrid Air Vehi¬ 
cles in the UK and US aviation giant 
Lockheed Martin, to become their first 
customer. 

Both companies expect to have their 
airships ready to fly commercially 
in 2018. Filled with helium, the new 


airships use a combination of lighter- 
than-air, aircraft and helicopter tech¬ 
nologies - hence the term ‘hybrid’. 

They can land on any piece of 
cleared ground or even on the water. 

“These aircraft will transport cargo 
and passengers to previously inacces¬ 
sible locations around the globe,” said 
Mr Kendrick. “The first versions will 
carry up to 20 tons of freight, as well 
as passengers but they are scalable to 
many times that number. 

As well as working in developing 
countries lacking modern transport 
networks, the airships would be ideal 
for oil and gas exploration companies 
working in inaccessible areas, he said.

VINTAGE toys are always much sought af¬ 
ter at auction so I thought this week we’d 
take a look at what is selling particularly 
well. 

Before we do, however, it’s fairly crucial to remem¬ 
ber that with these vintage items in particular not only 
age but condition is all-important. 

Toys, of course, are 
bought for children 
to be played with and 
often over the years 
they will have possi¬ 
bly sustained a fair 
amount of damage. 

Having said that, 
some vintage toys will 
sell even with obvi¬ 
ous signs of wear and 
tear, a vintage doll’s 
clothes can be pro¬ 
fessionally cleaned 
by an expert, an old 
teddy bear similarly 
brushed up to look almost as good as new. 

Some items - and those that will sell very well at auc¬ 
tion - have been preserved in immaculate condition, 
even though they were played with in years gone by. 

A Hornby and Bing train set came into the auction 
house a while ago dating from 1935 but it was all pris¬ 
tine because its twin brother owners had kept it incred¬ 
ibly carefully, although they had played with the set as 
young children. 

The key factor was that they had looked after the 
set and put all pieces back in their original boxes - and 
these boxes do add to value if the items are subse¬ 
quently sold at auction. 

Some items, like model cars for instance, have clearly 
never been played with at all, sadly, and kept safely in 
their original packaging 

So what will sell in the saleroom? 

Well, let’s begin with teddy bears and of course the 
Steiff bears are the ones to look out for. 

Steiff was founded in Germany in 1880 by Margarete 
Steiff, who started by making pin-cushions in the shape 
of elephants for 
her friends. 

These proved 
massively popu¬ 
lar and so Mar¬ 
garete went on 
to make stuffed 
animal toys, in¬ 
cluding pigs and 
cats, and in 1902 
her nephew Rich¬ 
ard Steiff de¬ 
signed the very 
first ‘teddy bear’ 
named after US 
president Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt. 

The rest is his¬ 
tory. The Steiff 
bears sold in huge quantities throughout the world and 
are today very much sought after by collectors. 

They are easy to identify by the famous button in 
their ears - and in the case of very old Stieff bears the 
mark where a button was originally attached is enough 
to verify authenticity. 

Antique dolls sell well at auction and can be made 
from a variety of materials, including bisque, celluloid, 
china, porcelain, cloth and papier mache. 

Many of these antique dolls were manufactured in 
France and Germany, and there are certain names to 
look out for - Armand Marseille or Simon and Halbig, 
for example 

Toy cars are also very collectable, age and condition 
being of great importance, plus original packaging is a 
definite bonus. 

We sold a collection of Corgi and Dinky toy cars 
dating from the 1950s and 1960s for several hundred 
pounds but most of them were still pristine in their 
boxes. 

And it’s not just the ‘classic’ vintage toys dating back 
many years that catch the collector’s eye ... check your 
attic for old Barbie dolls, Action Man, Tamagochi, fur- 
bies and even trolls!

Celebrating 
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The Levi Strauss brand was born in 1873 


DO you own a pair of jeans? The word 
‘jeans’ comes from Genoa, Italy, where the 
sailors wore clothes made from a strong 
cotton fabric. It is thought the word ‘den¬ 
im’ came from serge de Nimes. Serge is 
a cotton material produced in Nimes, 
France. 

The story starts in the 18th Century 
when denim was used for workwear be¬ 
cause it was so strong and lasted a long 
time. 

In 1872 a manufacturer made his trou¬ 
ser pockets stronger by using rivets in 
the corners but could not afford to pat¬ 
ent his idea so he asked one of his sup¬ 
pliers, Levi Strauss, to help finance the 
patent, he agreed and the first real pair 
of jeans, or waist overalls as they were 
known then, were produced in 1873, and 
the Levi Strauss brand was born. In 1886 
they introduced the leather label and later 
the iconic red ‘Levi’ tab. The orange con¬ 
trast thread used on Levi jeans, which 
is coloured to match the metal rivets, is 
trademarked!! The world’s oldest surviv¬ 
ing pair is 137 years old. 

The size and range of model numbers in 
the Levi range defines the leg shape, cut,

style and rise and continues to grow. The 
original 501’s have a straight leg and but¬ 
toned fly, the choice seems endless. 

Jeans became incredibly popular 
around the world when they were worn 
by American servicemen on their days 
off and the celebrity icons of the time 
were photographed in them, for instance, 
James Dean. It is said that on average 
every American owns at least seven pairs 
of jeans, it must be similar in the UK, 
there are very few people I know who do 
not own a pair. 

Other well-known brands were created 
following the Levi Strauss success. Lee 
Cooper in 1908, Wrangler in 1947 and 
Pepe in 1973.

CCIVpIan 
for tackling 
violence to 
taxi drivers 


TAXIS in Dudley will have CCTV installed in¬ 
side under plans to tackle child abuse and 
violence against drivers. 

The move comes after a driver was attacked and 
left seriously injured in the street in Brierley Hill. 

Mohammed Ahmed was badly beaten and was taken to 
hospital after the attack in Bell Street South on February 
28. 


Officials say the cameras 
would also boost safety in 
the wake of child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation in other parts of 
the country. The cameras 
would also be used to cap¬ 
ture those damaging taxis 
or making off without pay¬ 
ing. A consultation will be 
launched into the proposals. 
Dudley Council’s taxi com¬ 
mittee outlined a consul¬ 
tation into the policy at a 
meeting on Tuesday. 

Footage 

Dudley Private Hire and 
Taxi Association chairman 
Shaz Saleem said he was 
broadly in favour of the 
scheme, but wanted infor¬ 
mation on how it would be 
funded and who had control 
of the footage. 

“Having CCTV would 
protect drivers and custom¬ 
ers and ensure safety,” he 
said. “It would act as a de¬ 
terrent to people. 

“We have had drivers who 
have been abused, some of 
them have been hit, and 
some customers have been 
making off with paying. 

“It is about safety. It is 
not a question of spying on 
people.”

Your chair, 
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Choose the 
mower that 
is right for 
your garden 

There are so many lawnmowers on the market 
these days - rotary and cylinder, corded electric, 
cordless petrol, battery-powered and state-of- 
the-art robotic types. But which one is right for 
your budget, and right for your lawn? 

Lawnmower prices range from under £100 to thou¬ 
sands for elaborate sit-on types, but expect to pay at 
least a few hundred if you have a fair-sized lawn and 
want something that will last. 

Petrol, corded electric or battery are the main op¬ 
tions and each has its own pros and cons. 

In our environmentally-conscious world, bat¬ 
tery-powered options - once dismissed by lawn lovers 
because of the batteries’ dubious staying power and 
need to replace them after a winter in storage - have 
become more sophisticated as lithium-ion batteries 
don’t lose power like the old ones. 

Bosch stopped manufac¬ 
turing petrol mowers in 2010 
to go eco-friendly and has 
long been extolling the vir¬ 
tues of lithium-ion batteries 
which, it claims, perform as 
petrol equivalents but with 
low noise, low vibrations and 
savings on running costs. Bat¬ 
tery-operated mowers are gen¬ 
erally lighter machines, don’t 
pump out carbon monoxide 
and are much quieter than 
their petrol counterparts. 

Other than following bat¬ 
tery care instructions and an¬ 
nually sharpening the blades, cordless mowers need no 
other kind of maintenance. 

BATTERY POWER 

The downsides of battery mowers are that you have 
to remember to recharge the batteries and they won’t 
stripe your lawn as effectively as a heavier machine. 

The Bosch Rotak 43 LI Ergoflex cordless lawnmower 
(£469.99, shop.bosch-do-it.com) can give an excel¬ 
lent cut for 40 minutes on one charge. It has a charge 
time of 140 minutes. 

The new EGO Power-1- lawnmower (£499, www. 
egopowerplus.co.uk) whispers in at 83 decibels, qui¬ 
eter than a food blender. On an average lawn on flat 
ground, the battery would last around 45 minutes and 
can recharge in 30. 

PETROL POWER 

Petrol-driven motors may be better for bigger lawns 
and where you need plenty of power on slopes or un¬ 
even surfaces. Users also won’t encounter the cum¬ 
bersome cables of electric models. There are push and 
self-propelled varieties with having throttle control. 

■ Petrol mowers give a good 
striped effect as they are 
heavier and, although they 
need servicing, it could be ar¬ 
gued that a well-maintained, 
good quality petrol mower 
will outlast most electric 
ones. The Mountfield SP454 
self-propelled petrol lawn- 
mower (£304, B&Q, www. 
diy.com) is a great option for 
lawns up to 1500m squared. 

ELECTRIC POWER 

A corded electric mower is 
fine for a smaller suburban 
garden, if you’re not bothered about keeping the cable 
out of the way of the blades. 

Electric ‘hover’ mowers are the cheapest, but can 
produce a disappointing finish, often require a spanner 
to adjust the mowing height and don’t always collect 
grass efficiently. 

Ultimately, your choice should depend on your lawn 
type and size. If you have a small or medium-sized 
lawn, a battery-operated mower or light electric type 
should be fine. The Bosch 32R Corded Lawnmower 
(£78.92, Homebase, www.homebase.co.uk) is light¬ 
weight and perfect for smaller lawns. 

CYLINDER OR ROTARY? 

Cylinder mowers are for the lawn perfectionist who 
wants a finer cut and bowling green finish. They are 
ideal for flat lawns and short grass, but struggle with 
long or wet grass. If you want the exercise, opt for a 
push variety. If you don’t, self-propelled is the way to 
go. 

Rotary mowers are better all-rounders, cut better in 
wet or long grass and cope well with uneven surfaces. 
Their blades can be easily changed. Try the Mac Allis- 
ter 1300W Rotary Lawnmower (£84, B&Q, www.diy. 
com) - a great all-rounder for gardens of a good size. 

NEW ALTERNATIVES 

Some gardeners might prefer to sink a gin and tonic 
on the patio while watching the lawn being mown by 
a robotic device such as Robomow, which starts at an 
eye-popping £1,199 for the RC304, increasing to £2,799 
for the upgraded RS635 model, available from selected 
dealers nationwide (robomow.com).

It’s time to begin sowing 


your peppers 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - 
Growing Chillies 

You might be surprised to know that chillies 
can be trained easily into neat bushy plants 
which will give you enough fruits to keep you 
going for some time and deserve a place on the 
patio. 

Start them off indoors by sowing two seeds 
into a 9cm pot and placing it on a heated propa¬ 
gator or warm windowsill, where you can main¬ 
tain a constant temperature of 20C. 

If both seeds germinate, remove the weaker 
one and gradually reduce the temperature to a 
minimum of 14C at night. 

When the plant fills its space, pot it on into 
a two-litre pot of multipurpose compost and in 
June, place it in its final resting place in a five-li¬ 
tre pot in a sheltered spot on the patio. 

When the plant is 20cm high, pinch out the 
growing tip to encourage bushiness. Water fre¬ 
quently on hot days during the summer and feed 
with a tomato fertiliser when the fruits start to 
form. 

They’re ready for picking when they are ripe 


and tomatoes 

but the skin is still smooth. Chillies will store 
well for a couple of weeks in the fridge or longer 
in the freezer. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Plant container-grown outdoor grape vines 

2. Divide hostas before they come into leaf 

3. When space becomes available in the green¬ 
house, pot up cuttings of tender perennials taken 
last summer and at the beginning of this year 

4. Plant roses in heavy soils or in cold areas 

5. Protect new growth on lilies, delphiniums 
and any other plants affected by slugs and snails 

6 Remove dead leaves from around the basal 
rosettes of alpine plants to prevent rotting 

7. Plant herbaceous perennials, including ge¬ 
ranium, astrantia and Oriental poppies 

8. Sow sweet peppers, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
aubergines, celery, salads and globe artichokes 
in a frost-free greenhouse 

9. Remove reverted green shoots on hardy var¬ 
iegated evergreens to prevent reversion 10. Cut 
out the top rosette of leaves from leggy stems of 
Mahonia x media cultivars to encourage branch¬ 
ing 


Spare a thought and give 
support for garden hosts 
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SPARE a thought for those har¬ 
ried and wild eyed folks you 
might see dashing around the 
garden centre at this time who 
have bravely undertaken to open 
their gardens to the public. 

Easter or the start of April is the 
traditional start of the garden open 
season. 

Opening a garden has become an increas¬ 
ingly popular means of raising money for 
charity or simply for the upkeep of the gar¬ 
den. 

No longer is it the preserve of those with 
rolling acres to display but more and more 
people with average sized gardens are put¬ 
ting out the signs and firing up the tea urn. 

Whether you have done it a hundred 
times or for the first time, well done! 

For the garden visitor it is great opportu¬ 
nity to peek behind the hedges and fences of 
normally private preserves and see plants, 
some rare, many familiar and more impor¬ 
tantly to see how they have been used. 

For the person opening the garden it can 
be a stressful experience. 

Naturally opening a garden means open¬ 
ing it to the judgement of others. 

You naturally want it to be right but are 
not sure just what ‘right’ constitutes. 

This is often some hazily defined feeling 
that the weather and the plants have all 
come together to harmonise. 

In the lead up to the big day theatre can 
be a lot of glances cast at the skies to see 
if rain will stop the lens being mowed or if 
there will be enough sun to bring out the 
colours of the flowers or woe of woes if the 
prised patch of snowdrops or crocus will 
have been devoured by the birds. 

There will often be hurried trips to the 
garden centre to snaffle up anything that 
might be in flower. 

Spare a thought for these brave people 
who are offering up something with which 
they are emotionally engaged for you to en¬ 
gage with. 

Even better spare your time and the mod¬ 
est entrance fee they might be asking for. 

It is not only gardeners who are keeping 
an eye on the weather, plants are, meta¬ 
phorically, doing the same. 

Many plants are beginning their repro¬ 
ductive lives right now whilst there very 
few pollinators around. 

The secret to this ambitious act of pro¬ 
creation lies in the warm and windy days 
which we often experience at this time of 
year. With each gust clouds of microscopic 
pollen rise up and take to the air. 

This wind pollination or Anemophily is a 
strategy used by many woody plants from 
temperate climates where insect activity, 
especially during the colder months is lim¬ 
ited. 

These pollen grains are tiny, about half 
the diameter of a human hair. 


Much of this reproduction remains un¬ 
noticed because without the need to flaunt 
themselves the plants that rely on wind pol¬ 
lination eschew the superfluous production 
of nectar and flowers. 

In fact what flowers they do produce are 
tiny and held in catkins or pedicels. 

Nearly all conifers employ this method of 
reproduction. 

If you are lucky enough to have a majestic 
yew or a yew hedge in the garden or around 
you can often see clouds of pollen being dis¬ 
persed. 

On trees such as oaks, ashes and Cer- 


cidiphyllum the pollen dispersal is accom¬ 
plished before the leaves emerge which 
saves energy and let’s the wind get to the all 
important pollen baring structures without 
being deflected. 

This is a risky strategy, trusting the sur¬ 
vival of your genetic material to the capri¬ 
cious spring weather especially as pollen 
from wind pollinated plants is often less 
viable over longer distances. 

These plants often compensate for this by 
producing huge quantities of pollen, billions 
of grains. 

So when you go out and visit a garden 


and as you drop your money in the entrance 
box remember that both the owners and the 
plants are risking something! 

The gardens at Hodnet Hall are open to 
visitors from midday through to 5pm on 
Sundays and bank holiday Mondays until 
September 27. Admission costs £6.50 adults 
and children £1. Dogs are welcome on leads. 

A plant fair will be held on June 4 and 5.

I t’s been an incredible year for 
Suranne Jones. The actress, who 
first rose to fame as the feisty 
Karen McDonald in Coronation 
Street, had the nation hooked with 
her performance as a woman 
scorned in the BBC drama Doctor 
Foster, which earned her a National 
TV Award and a recent Bafta 
nomination.

A GOOD word from Bill Bryson 
can make or break a tourist at¬ 
traction. So imagine the sighs of 
relief among the powers-that-be 
at Bath’s Roman Baths when the 
travel writer came to the conclu¬ 
sion that he quite liked them. 

In fact Bill didn’t just like this exam¬ 
ple of living, flowing, history, he loved 
it. So much so that he agreed to record 
his musings as he went to explore. 

The result is one of the most absorbing 
guided tours you are ever likely to find. 
Yes, it involves grasping an outsized mo¬ 
bile phone to your ear, but it’s worth the 
time and trouble to listen and, contrary to 
expectations, makes the experience more 
intimate and real. 

In fact there are three commentaries to

choose from, the wry observations of Bill 
to the expert word of TV historian Alice 
Roberts and finally a charming simplified 
version for children. 

The Roman Baths, with its steaming 
waters and fascinating maze of ancient 
spa rooms, is the obvious place to start. It 
places Bath’s origins within the context 
of its relatively more recent past. And, as 
Bryson himself observes, the rooftop view 
it affords of the baths, cast in the shadow of 
Bath Abbey and enveloped by the sandstone 
city, is really something to behold. 

Bill would, no doubt, also thoroughly 
approve of Bath’s Grove Lodge, a luxury 
bed and breakfast an easy 20-minute stroll 
from the centre of the city and my stay for 
the weekend. Owners Giovanni and Mary 
Baiano took it over a couple of years ago 


and have transformed it into a laid-back but 
incredibly stylish resting place. 

Appropriately, a Roman bust greets you 
as you arrive. There are three spacious 
suites, Georgian, Roman and Chinese. Set 
in an imposing Georgian town house, guests 
are treated to their own suite and are deliv¬ 
ered a five-star breakfast on a silver tray. 

Rugby 

Grove Lodge sits opposite Bath Rugby 
Club’s training ground. This is a city where 
the locals live and breathe rugby. This sea¬ 
son has been a disappointment by Bath’s 
standards. But it remains a sport uniting a 
city that, despite the melting pot of nation¬ 
alities caused by the influx of tourists, has a 
feeling of community.

Subaru has unveiled the all-new 
2017 Impreza sedan and hatch¬ 
back ahead of the New York In¬ 
ternational Auto Show. 

The first model to be underpinned 
by Subaru’s advanced new Global 
Platform architecture, the new Impreza 
is engineered to deliver significantly 
higher levels of driving pleasure, agility, 
crash protection and ride comfort. The 
Subaru Global Platform will underpin a 
variety of upcoming Subaru vehicles, 
including hybrids and the next gener¬ 
ation of Subaru’s supremely capable, 
all-terrain SUV and crossover models. 

As before, every Impreza is equipped as 
standard with Symmetrical All-Wheel Drive, 
which maximises driving agility, stability and 
traction on all surfaces, and gives the car a 
key advantage over front-wheel drive com¬ 
petitors. 

The all new 2017 Impreza 5-door hatch¬ 
back is currently under consideration for the 
European market. 

Subaru’s new design language puts 
the brand’s signature hexagonal grille and 
‘hawk-eye’ headlights onto a more sculptur¬ 
al body, its athletic stance accentuated by 
prominent wheel arches and flowing lines. 
The dramatic new look carries into the cab¬ 
in, with an ‘outward-flow’ design that ech¬ 
oes that of the front of the car.

Specifically, the 
new platform increases rigidity of the uni- 
tised body structure by over 70 percent com¬ 
pared to the current Impreza model. 

A lower centre of gravity and revised 
suspension systems contribute to the big- 
gest-ever leap forward in Subaru’s dynamic 
capabilities. 

The double-wishbone independent rear 
suspension mounts its rear stabiliser bar di¬ 
rectly to the body, reducing body roll by 50 
percent.

Nissan is celebrating 20 
years of the ‘curry hook’ 



Nissan’s advanced driver as¬ 
sistance systems are avail¬ 
able on many of its models, 
including the award-winning 
Qashqai crossover. 

Development of these hi-tech 
solutions is constantly evolving 
to improve the ownership experi¬ 
ence, but Nissan engineers never 
forget that a simple approach can 
be just as effective. This month 
marks 20 years since the debut of 
one of its most iconic features - 
the much-loved ‘curry hook’. 

The dashboard hook first appeared 
on the Almera compact family hatch¬ 
back in March 1996, as a way of keep¬ 
ing hand bags or shopping bags up¬ 
right. 

It was quickly dubbed the ‘curry 
hook’ by media who recognised it was 
the perfect way to stop takeaway food 
from spilling into the car’s foot well. 


Today, it remains a feature of the 
brand’s crossovers such as the Qash¬ 
qai and X-Trail. All that’s changed is the 
location of the hook; it has moved from 
the dashboard to the boot. 

It’s just one of many simple solutions 
which Nissan has incorporated into its 
cars to make life easier for the driver. 

Another is the ‘Karakuri’ boot board 
- also known as the Flexi-Board - 
which is available on the Qashqai, Juke 
and Note. It allows owners to divide the 
cargo space according to their needs, 
and can be arranged in various config¬ 
urations to support and protect items 
in transit. 

When not in use, it cleverly stores 
out of the way in the boot floor. 

Nissan’s engineers have put just as 
much thought into the latest Navara 
pick-up. 

For example, it features a 12-volt 
power socket in the dashboard’s upper 
storage tray - ideal for customers who 
have their own portable sat-nav device 
to stick to the windscreen. It means 


no potentially hazardous trail of wires 
across the facia, keeping the driving 
environment tidy and unobstructed. 
Cleverly, for customers who choose a 
Navara with an integrated sat-nav, the 
socket isn’t there. 

Such smart thinking isn’t a new el¬ 
ement of the Nissan ‘customer-first’ 
philosophy. 

In September 1986, when the first 
Nissan Bluebird rolled off the new pro¬ 
duction line in Sunderland, UK, it had 
two analogue trip meters built into the 
instrument cluster behind the steering 
wheel. 

Why? 

So business users could easily sep¬ 
arate and log their professional and 
private mileage. 

A unique feature at the time, it is 
now standard on the digital read-outs 
of almost every volume car brand. 

Many innovations such as these be¬ 
gan life in the minds of the engineering 
experts at Nissan’s European Techni¬ 
cal Centre in Cranfield, UK.

STOURBRIDGE shooter Richard Davies 
is fully focused on regaining world No.1 
status and securing a place in the Great 
Britain team for the Rio Paralympic 
games. 

The 44-year-old is having a fine year so far 
and became the British disabled shooting 
champion, after scoring a record 632.6 at the 
British Airgun Championships in Surrey.. 

At the end of January, he won bronze at the IPC 
Shooting World Cup in A1 Ain, United Arab Emirates, 
where more than 300 disabled shooters from 30 dif¬ 
ferent countries took part. 

Impress 

Davies, who made his Paralympic debut at London 
2012, is now looking impress Team GB selectors and 
once again make it to the top of the world rankings. 

“I have just regained my British title and I’m off 
to Poland for a World Championship competition in 
April, and hopefully I can move up the rankings after 
that,” he said. 

“Then I have got another tournament in Hanover, 
Germany, which is the final one before the team se¬ 
lection for Rio.” 

Davies was a wheelchair rugby player for 14 years 
but gave up the sport after failing to make the squad 
for the Beijing Paralympics in 2008. 

He then dedicated himself to training to become a 
shooter, and made his international bow at the IPC 
Shooting World Cup in Antalya, Turkey one year 
later. In 2011, he reached No.l in the world rank-

ings and then fulfilled his dream of competing in the 
Paralympics in 2012. 

He placed 16th in the R4 10-metre air rifle standing 
mixed SH2 event and admitted the pressure of being 
in front of a huge home crowd got to him. 

“London was unbelievable, our normal spectator 
crowds are of around 200 people but in London there 
was about 2,500 people and I really felt the home 
pressure,” he said. 

“I really felt it that day, it affected my psyche. The 
home pressure got to me, and I didn’t perform as well 
as I should have. 

“I have never felt anything like it, but I have been 
around the world for a few years since and I feel like 
I’m ready for Rio. The nerves have been put to one 
side.” 

At the IPC Shooting World Cup back in January, 
Richard had to maintain total concentration in tem¬ 
peratures of more than 30 degrees and said shooting 
almost requires going into a ‘meditative state’. Hav¬ 


ing good stability and keeping your heart rate calm is 
paramount in shooting,” he said. “I train for 52 hours 
every week, working a lot on my concentration and 
almost go into a meditative state.” 

The SH2 classification is for competitors who are 
not able to support the weight of the firearm with 
their arms and therefore require a spring mounted 
stand to shoot. 

The target consists of 10 concentric scoring rings, 
with the central ring worth 10 points and the outside 
ring worth one. 

Decimal 

In the 10m air rifle event, the whole target is 4.5 
centimetres in diameter and the central ring is just 
half a millimetre across. 

Each competitor takes 60 shots at the target in a 
set time period, and then the eight top scoring ath¬ 
letes go through to a 10-shot final. 

The shots in the final are scored to one decimal 
place, with a top score of 10.9, and are added on to 
the qualification score to determine the winner. 

Davies is currently fourth in the IPC official world 
rankings for the R4 10-metre air rifle standing mixed 
SH2 event. 

With the competition for places fierce, Davies has 
Rio in his sights and does not have a definite plan in 
place for the next few years to come. 

“I just need to concentrate everything on Rio at the 
moment, and then take it from there,” he added. 

“I could look at coaching in the future, or look at 
going to Tokyo but I am 100 per cent committed to 
Rio at this point.”
